N/B ON CENTER WHEN HE SAW A GOLD CADILLAC TRAVELING W/B ON 8TH STREET TOWARDS THEM. LARSON THOUGHT 
THE DRIVER WAS NOT GOING TO STOP AT THE STOP SIGN AND YELLED AT THE DRIVER, CAUSING HIM TO SLOW, BUT 
HE CONTINUED, AND STRUCK IN THE INTERSECTION. THE CADILLAC BACKED UP AND LARSON RODE HIS 

BIKE UP NEXT TO THE DRIVER'S DOOR. LARSON YELLED AT THE DRIVER, TELLING HIM TO STOP AND IDENTIFY 
HIMSELF. THE DRIVER ROLLED DOWN HIS DARK TINTED WINDOW MOMENTARILY WHILE HE WAS STILL MOVING, AND 
THEN DROVE AWAY N/B ON CENTER. 


LARSON DESCRIBED THE VEHICLE AS A GOLD CADILLAC SEDAN AND THOUGHT THE LICENSE PLATE WAS ARIZONA 
412HXZ. LARSON DESCRIBED THE DRIVER AS A HISPANIC MALE, MEDIUM BROWN SKIN, WITH BLACK, SLICK BACK 
HAIR, CLEAN SHAVEN, BETWEEN 17-22 YEARS OF AGE. LARSON WAS CERTAIN HE COULD RECOGNIZE THE SUBJECT IF
